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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 



Washington, June 30^ 1901. 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following statement 
relative to the work of the health department and the conditions of 
public health in the District of Columbia during the year ended June 
30, 1901, being the twenty-second annual report of the health 
department. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

The Federal census of 1900 has shown a disappointingly small popu- 
lation for this District. The total number of inhabitants enumerated 
was but 278,718— of whites, 192,016; of colored, 86,702. Recent 
police censuses had justified a belief that the population of the District 
would be not less than 285,000. 

The results of such censuses, shown in the following table, had been 
consistent with one another and with the Federal census of 1890.^

The increase from year to year while not great had been reason- 
ably large, and for a communitv of the character of that of Washing- 
ton satisfactory. When, therefore, the Federal census of June, 1900, 
shows on comparison with the police census of April, 1897, an increase 
in the white population of but 2,569 and a decrease in the colored 
population of 1,623, making a total increase of but 936 in somewhat 
more than three years, it is apparent that there have been some very 
unusual and remarkable factors at work to modify usual conditions, 
or that one or the other of these enumerations of the population is 
incorrect. A careful consideration having failed to show the presence 
of any factors liable to curtail the usual increase in the population, 
the latter hypothesis is at least reasonably well sustained. As to which 
of the enumerations is in error there may be honest differences of 
opinion, but as the police census was made by men familiar with every 
nook and cranny of the District, and whose uniforms commanded respect, 
and the summmg up of the returns done by men whose gradually 
increasing experience up to the last enumeration insured accuracy, it

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would appear that the chances of being correct were much in favor 
of the police census, the Federal census of June, 1900, showing prob- 
ably less than the actual number of the inhabitants. While accepting 
this as a fact the health department has not felt justified in rejecting 
the returns of the Federal census of June, 1900, in the computation 
of its vital statistics of the District, because of the absence of an 
actual enumeration to demonstrate its inaccuracv. The vital statistics 
for the year ended June 30, 1901, h^ve therefore been based on an 
estimated population for December, 1900. in the computation of which 
both the police census of April, 1897, ana the Federal census of June, 
1900, were accepted as correct. Such estimates show a white popula- 
tion of 192,413, a colored population of 86,467, and a total population 
of 278,880. An analysis of the population of the District by sex and 
color, and to a certain extent by age, based on the Federal census of 
1900, appears in the following table:

^The health department included under the term "colored" only persons of 
African descent The United States Census Bureau includes under the same term 
not only persons of African descent, but also Indians, Chinese, and Japanese. 
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These figures show a slight increase in all death rates sim-e last 
year; for the entire population, 0.-i6 per thousand; for the whites, 
0.47; for the colored, 0.51. An effort will be made in the followiug 
pages to determine, as far ati iaa.y be practicable, the causes for thii« 
increase; but as it is the result of many factors, no positive statement 
can be promised. The population, number of deaths, and death rates 
during each of the past ten years are shown in the following table. 
Corresponding data for the sixteen years immediately preceding, 
corrected to date, appear in the appendix (see page 262):

The excess of the colored death rate over that for whites is even 
more marked in the earlier yeai's of life than in the entire population. 
Unless the returns of the Federal census of 1900 are incorrect, which, 
as suggested before, seems probable, approximately 457 of every 
thousand colored children recently born in this district died before 
completing their first year of life. The corresponding figure for the 
whites — 183 out of every thousand — while startling enough, is not 
nearly so appalling as is that for the colored. 

Passing to the other extreme of life, we find 613 decedents between 
the seventy-fii'st and the eightieth years of life, inclusive, of whom 414 
were white and 99 colored. Between the eighty -first and the ninetieth 
years, inclusive, 254 died — white, 183; colored, 71. Between the 
ninety-fii'st and the one hundredth years 57 died — white, 24; colored, 
33. The predominance of colored decedents in the last decade was 
probably due te the greater inaccuracy of their age records and to the 
natural tendency, in the absence of such records, to exaggerate rather 
than to any actual difference in the longevity of the two I'aces. 

Without an accurate knowledge of the composition of the popula- 
tion a statement as to the average age of decedents at deatn loses 
much, if not all, of its value. The following statement is given, how- 
ever, for whatever it may be worth to individual readers:

The increase in the mortality during the month of July represents 
merely the usual summer increase in diarrhoeal diseases. In May, 
1900, the total number of deaths recorded from diarrhoeal diseases was 
4. During the following month it rose to 68, and in July, the first 
month of the fiscal year covered by this report, it was 164. The 
decline in the prevalence of these diseases is more gradual. The 
returns for August showed 60 deaths; September, 25; October, 27; 
and November, 10. A corresponding increase has appeared toward 
the end of the year. In May, 1901, the record showed but 1 death 
from diarrhoeal diseases; in June there were 61. The increased mor- 
tality during January, February, and March was due to the increased 
prevalence of diseases* of the lungs and of grippe. In December, 
1900, there were 49 fatal cases of pneumonia; m January, 97; in 
February, 68, and in March, 88. The deaths from grippe during 
December numbered but 6; in January, 71; in February, 56, and in 
March, 31. 

Information as to the number of deaths which occurred each day, a 
genei*al summary as to the daily character of such mortality, and a 
statement as to tne prevailing meteorological conditions appear in the 
index. A statement of the distribution of mortality by squares and 
suburban settlements is appended. Unfortunately, it is impossible to 
include a statement showing the population similarly distributed.

The total number of deaths resulting fi-oni the ao-called general 
difieases does not vary materially from the number recorded in the 
eame class during the preceding year. There have been, however, con- 
siderable variations in some oi toe diseases of which this class i.'^ made 
up.

The decrease in the number of deaths from diphtheria and scarlet 
fever will be considered in connection with the jreneral subject of the 
enforcement of the act to prevent the spread of those diseajses. The 
causes of malignant tumors are so obscure that the apparent decifase 
in their prevalence can not he explained upon any rational twsis. The 
decreased prevalence of measles probably represents merely a falling 
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off in the prevalence of that disease due to the immunization of the 
community by the preceding outbreak. The increased mortality from 
tuberculosis of the lungs was probably due to the unusual prevalence 
of grippe, a disease which has an apparent predilection for the respira- 
tory aystem. There is no satisfactory explanation for the decreasexl 
prevalence of typhoid fever, however satisfactory the decrease itself 
mav be. 

I'he apparently increased prevalence of acute articular rheumatism, 
alcoholism, and diabetes can not be satisfactorily accounted for. The 
same may be said to a certain extent of the increase in the prevalence 
of erysipelas, grippe, and whooping cough. With reference to whoop- 
ing cough, however, the condition is probably the reverse of that spoken 
of when referring to measles^ the diminished prevalence for one sea- 
son has pennitted an increase in the susceptible population and resulted 
in a subsequent increase in the prevalence of the disease. 

The total number of deaths cnarged to diseases of the nervous svs- 
tem was 740. The number of deaths reported from the following dis- 
eases shows an increase since last year:

With reference to some of the diseases cited above the question 
arises as to whether the increase or decrease in the number of deaths^ 
is real or only apparent. It seems probable, in some cases at least, 
that a seeming increase in one disease is to be accounted for by a 
changed nomenclature, resulting in a decrease in the deaths reported 
as due to some other malady, and vice versa. 

Diseases affecting the circulatory organs caused 529 deaths. The 
number of deaths oue to endocarditis increased from 36 to 43. Those 
from aneurism of the aorta increased from 4 to 11. Nineteen deaths 
were charged to arterio-sclerosis, and 10 to myocarditis, from neither 
of which maladies were any reported last year. 

Diseases of the respiratory system, not including pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, were responsible for 749 deaths. Considerably more than half 
of the total mortality from diseases of this sort was due to pneumonia. 
The total number of deaths from this disease, however, remains about 
the same as it was last year. Seven deaths were reported as due to 
laryngismus stridulus, of which there were no cases reported during 
1899-1900. The number of deaths from broncho-pneumonia increased 
from 42 to 61 ; from pulmonary congestion, from 49 to 55; from asthma, 
from 3 to 11, and trora pulmonary hemorrhage, from 4 to 14. It is 
probable, of course, that a (*ertain num!)er, if not all of the last-named 
cases were due to pulmonary tuberculosis. 

There were 71<> fatal cases of diseases involving the digestive appa- 
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ratus, not includine cancer. The largest iiioi-tality in this class of dis- 
eases was due to cholera infantum, the total number of deaths caused 
by this disorder being li7. This, however, is 42 less than was caused 
by the same disease in 1SH9-1900, There was a decrease in the numltcr 
of deaths among children imdei' 3 years old due to gastro-enteritis from 
79 to 58, but deaths from enteritis, entero-colitis, and enteric catarrh 
anion^ thin class increased from 1 10 to 121. There was practically no 
variation in the number of deaths from diarrh(»i and enteritis in per- 
sons over Z^eara old, the total number of deaths from such diseases 
last year being 70, while during the year j nst ended it was 68. Appen- 
dicitis caused 27 deaths, aslight increase since last year, when 23 deaths 
were reported as due to Hppendicitisandl to typhlitis. This has been 
accompanied, however, by a decrease in the deaths from nonpuerpuml 
peritonitis from 26 to 33. 

From diseases of the genito-urinarj system there were 418 deaths. 
The number of deaths from acute nephritis increa^ied from 47 to 52; 
from chronic nephritis from 168 to 2IX); and from albuminuria and 
uremia from 17 to 3(i. Tlfere were 20 deaths from pyosalpinx, an 
increase of 11. 

The total immbor of deaths incident to the puerpei'al stat«> was 
55. Eight deaths were reported as due to abortion, 4 to placenta 
previa, 2 to tubal pregnancy, and 1 to puerperal nmnia. No deaths 
were reported from any of these causes during the preceding year. 
The number of deaths fi-om puei-peral septicemia increased from 13 to 
16, and from puerperal eclampsia from 3 to 12, while those from puer- 
peral peritonitis deci-eased fi-om 9 to 3. 

Thirty deaths were reported as due to diseases of the skin and cel- 
lular tissue. Of these, 22 wei-e due to gangrene in various forms, lui 
increase of 15 since last year. Diseases of the organs of locomotion 
were responsible for 18 deaths. In this class of diseases there was an 
increase in the number of fatal cases of rickets from 1 to 9, and osteo- 
myelitis from 1 to 5. This increase was in part offset by a decrease 
in the cases of psoas abscess from 5 to I. Malformations resulted in 
8 deaths. Diseases of and conditions incident to early infancy caused 
423 deaths, of which premature birth alone was responsible for 148, 
Deaths from inanition increased from 30 to 41, fi-om manu>mus from 
98 to 106, from malnutrition from 24 to 46, and from congenital debil- 
ity from 17 to 30. Old age was responsible for 177 deaths, an increase 
of 16 since last year. 

Two hundred and sixty -two deaths were produced by external causes. 
Of these, 38 were due to suicide, 213 to accidents, 9 to criminal homi- 
cides, and 2 to judicial execution. Of the suicides, 17 were by poison- 
ing, 3 by the inhalation of illuminating gas, 2 by hanging, 3 by 
drowning, 9 by the use of firearms, and 4 by cutting instruments of 
various sorts. There was an increase of K in the number of suicides 
bv poisoning and an increase of 3 in the number of suicides by the use 
oi nrearras. As usual self-destruction was much more common among 
the whites than among the colored, and more common among males 
than among females. The total number of white suicides was 31 and 
of colored 7. The total number of males was 25 and of females 13. 
There was 1 fatal case of accidental poisoning by carbolic acid. 1 by 
paraldehyde, and one by sulphuric acid. Eight accidental deaths were 
charged to the inhalation of ilUimimiting gas. an increase of o since 
last vear. Seven cases of injury are reported to have terminated 
fatally by tetanus, an increase of 6. Burns and scalds were responsible 
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for 29 deaths, which is 5 less than the number reported last year. 
Injuries by electric currents were responsible for 6 deaths, an increase 
of 2. The usual large mortality from accidental drowning appears in 
the records covered by this report, the total number of deaths from 
this cause being 31, an increase of 11. Fatal injuries from steam 
railways or street railways were less numerous tnan last year, the 
total number of injuries from the former being 17, a decrease of 2, 
and from the latter, 3, a decrease of 5. 

The number of apparently criminal homicides during the year was 
9; 5 by gunshot, 3 oy cutting or stabbing, and 1 by poisoning. 

Sunstroke was responsible for 51 deaths, an increase of 44. 

The mortality list is completed by certain ill-defined diseases, the 
deaths from which number, altogether, 9. 

RETURNS OF BIRTHS. 

The number of reported births was 4,631, a decrease of 110 since 
last year. These returns represent the births of 2,780 white children 
and 1,751 colored. At 55 births twins were delivered and on one occa- 
sion triplets. Of the total number of births reported, 525, or 11.6 
per cent, were illegitimate; in 77 cases white and 448 colored. Of 
the entire number 2,932 reports came from physicians and 1,599 from 
midwives. 

RETURNS OF STILLBIRTHS. 

Five hundred and twenty-four stillbirths were reported; 195 white 
and 329 colored. In 198 cases these births were reported as illegiti- 
mate; 25 white and 173 colored. Three hundred and seventy -five were 
reported by physicians and 149 by the coroner. The latter represent, 
in many cases, dead bodies pick^ up in public places, and in others, 
stillbirths occurring in connnement under care of midwives. The 
cause of these stillbirths is usually reported as unknown — 348 cases. 
In 22 cases the cause was said to be diflficiilt labor, in 14 over exertion 
of mother, in 13 pressure on the cord, and in 12 uremic convulsions in 
mother. 

RETURNS OF MARRIAGES. 

The total number of marriages recorded during the year was 1,877; 
white 1,274, and colored 603. The number of marriage licenses issued 
bv the clerk of the court during the corresponding period was 3,337, 
showing that approximately 43.8 per cent of the total number of 
marriages have not been reported. 

RECORDS AND TRANSCRIPTS. 

During the year 570 transcripts from the records of births, deaths, 
and marriages have been issued, and 3 certificates have been given 
showing that no record existed. Attention is again invited to the 
necessity for fireproof vaults for the safe-keeping of these records. 
If destroyed, they can not be replaced. 

OFFICIAL REGISTERS. 

Under the act regulating the practice of medicine, 6Q physicians 
registered during the year. Of these 53 had been licensed by the 
board of medical supervisors, after examination, and 13 on the basis of 
registration at the health oflice prior to the enactment of the law now 
in force. So far as it is known to this department 15 registered physi- 
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cians died during the year, and the total number of living physiciana 
whose names now appear on the register is 1,140. 

Under the act regulating the practice of medicine, 8 midwives have 
been registered ; 3 on licenses issued after examination and 5 on licenses 
issued by virtue of previous registrations. The total number now 
r^stered is approximately 130. 

Thirty -five dentists were re^stered on the basis of certificates issued 
by the board of dental examiners. The official register of dentists 
contains 426 names. 

The register of undertakers was increased during the past year by 
4 names, making a total of 125. 

PRIVATE HOSFriALB. 

The records of the health department show no change either in the 
□umber, character, or location of the private hospitals in this District. 

CEMETERIES. 

The list of cemeteries has been increased by two, one located at the 
Franciscan Monastery, near Brookland, and established under a permit 
issued by the Commissioners on March 22, 1901; the other m the 
lands of the Protestant Episcopal Cathedral Foundation on Wisconsin 
avenue, established by an act of Congress of March 1, 1901. 

ANATOMICAL MATERIAL. 

Anatomical material was offered^ for use and used for the promotion 
of anatomical science during the* past year in sixty instances. Its 
origin and the manner in which it has been distributed are shown in 
the following table. The law governing this matter should be amended 
so an to provide better for instruction m anatomy and surgerv in the 
medical colleges of this District^nd to enable the various Govern- 
ment medical examining boards, Federal and municipal, to have such 
anatomical material as is necessary for their work. The public can 
not have the services of properly qualified medical men unless it sup- 
plies through legitimate sources such material as is necessary for their 
education and for the determination of the qualifications oi would-be 
practitioners of medicine.

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MEDICAL EELIEF OK THE POOH. 

The amount and cost of the work done by the physicians to the poor 
during the past year in indicated in the following table. The nature 
of the diseases treated is shown in the statement published on page 59. 
The supervision of work having been traiisferi-ed to the board of 
charities, such tmnsfer to talte effect on .Tulr 1. litOl. this will be the 
latit report of the health department relative to thii^ service. It is 
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proper, therefore, here to acknowledge the faithfulness and ability of 
the various physicians now and heretofore connected with this service. 
The excellent work which is being done by the Instructive Visiting 
Nurse Society deserves commendation. Tjiis service having been 
established, it is difficult now to see how physicians to the poor were 
ever able to get along without such assistance as it affords.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 
SCARLET FEVER. 



The preceding report of this department showed a decreased prev- 
alence of scarlet fever, the number of cases recorded during the year 
being 893. This decrease has continued, the past twelve months 
showing but 488 cases. The severity of the disease has diminished, 
too, the percentage of fatal cases having decreased from 2.57 to 1.43. 

Comparative data showing the relative prevalence and severity of 
scarlet fever in the District during the past eight years appears in the 
following table :

DIPHTHERIA. 



There has been a marked decrease in the prevalence of diphtheria, 
the total number of cases having declined from 1,109 to 675. The 
death rate decreased from 17.76 per cent to 11.85 per cent. The fol- 
lowing table shows the relative prevalence of this disease during the 
past eight years:

One hundred and fifty -three cases of diphtheria, or 22.66 per cent 
of the entire number, were treated in the isolation wards for minor 
contagious diseases. 

In connection with the diphtheria service, 3,546 cultures of throats 
suspected of containing diphtheria bacilli were examined, 1,250 for 
the purpose of diagnosis and the remainder for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the patient might safely be relieved from quarantine. 
Of the former, 668, or 45.44 per cent, contained diphtheria bacilli. 
There was an increase in the total number of cultures examined of 389, 
and an increase in the number of primary cultures of 41. 



DISINFECTION SERyiCB. 



The disinfection service has been continued during the past year, as 
heretofore. The total number of articles which were disinfected at the 
disinfecting station was 5,918. There has been an increasing demand 
for the disinfection of rooms which have been occupied by consump- 
tives, which the health department has been glad to encourage. 

HOSPITAL WARDS FOR MINOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

During the past year there have been treated in the isolation wards 
connected with Garfield Memorial Hospital 144 cases of diphtheria, 11 
of scarlet fever, 15 of measles, and 21 of erysipelas. The total num- 
ber of patient-days, during which cases treated at public expense were 
in the hospital, was 3,356. As the total amount appropriated by Con- 
gress for maintenance was $5,000, the cost per patient-day was $1.49. 
Providence Hospital cared for, in its isolation ward, 42 cases of scarlet 
fever, 9 of diphtneria, 15 of erysipelas, 1 of measles, and 1 of chicken- 
pox. Patients were treated at public expense 1,117 patient-days. The 
total appropriation for this maintenance during the year having been 
$3,000, the cost per patient-day was $2.69.

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The usual report of the medical sanitary inspector, charged with the 
enforcement or the act to prevent the spread or scarlet fever and diph- 
theria, appears in the appendix. 

SMALLPOX. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year covered by this report there were 
18 patients m the smallpox hospital. During the year 67 cases were 
admitted. Eightv-four patients have been discharged and 1 is under 
treatment at the close of tne year. The origin of the cases was various, 
and while smallpox has been present in the District most of the year, 
its continuance nas been due to repeated importations rather than to 
continual spread. The disease has been of a more severe type than 
has recently prevailed, but no deaths have occurred. A statement of 
the operations of the smallpox service in greater detail appears in the 
appendix in the report of the physician in charge of the smallpox 
hospital. 

Attention is again invited to the necessity for establishing a suitable 

?[uarantine station. The one now under rental is but poorly adapted 
or the purposes for which it is used. 

TYPHOID FEVER. 

Legislation which was proposed by this department requiring all 
cases of typhoid fever to be reported, with the primary object of 
securing a better control of the milk supply was not enacted by Con- 

§ress. It is recommended that an eflfort to secure its passage be made 
uring the coming year. 

TUBERCl'LOSIS. 

Additional attention is being paid throughout the civilized world to 
the restriction of tuberculosis. While physicians are required by law 
in many .cities to report this disease, this department is not yet ready 
to recommend the enactment of such a measure. The prime object of 
requiring cases of tuberculosis to be reported appears thus far to be 
not the placarding of the premises nor the isolation of the patients, 
but the education of the patient as to the best means of caring for 
himself so as to prevent the spread of the disease among those coming 
in contact with him. It is hardly probable that a patient suffering 
from this disease can be properly eaucated along these lines without 
the cooperation of the attending physician. It is believed, therefore, 
that the best results will come through the efforts of the medical pro- 
fession, which have been and will be furthered in all possible ways by 
the health department. 

As a measure tending, however, toward the prevention of possible 
danger and tending, too, toward the abatement of a condition consti- 
tuting a nuisance independent of contagious diseases, the health 
department has recommended the extension of the regulation now in 
foi'ce forbidding spitting in public vehicles, so as to make it forbid 
spitting on paved sidewalks. 

MALARIAL FEVER. 

The discovery of the fact that malarial fever is transmitted from 
man to man through mosquitoes leads to its classification as a commu- 
nicable disease. It has already lead to the suggestion that physicians 
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be required to report all cases, so as to enable the sanitaij autboritieij 
to see that by means of screens or otherwise the access of mosquitoes 
to infected patienta is prevented. The matter will merit in the future 
further consideration. 

CONTAQIOUS DIBGABE8 AMONG ANIMALS. 

Tuberculosis is, of course, always present among the cattle in this 
District. The exact extent to which it prevails can not be ascertained 
in the absence of a systematic application of the tuberculin test. 

No case of glanders has been reported during the year. 

Contagious cerebro-spinal meningitis, or forage poisoning, appeared 
in certam parts of the District and proved uniformly and rapidly 
fatal. 

Cases of hog cholera were seen in but a few instances. These 
appeared among the hogs at the stock yards. The diseased animals 
were promptly slaughtered, condemned, and converted into fertilizer. 

Influenza of horses has been continuously present. 

Eleven cases of rabies, verified by subdural inoculations, were 
reported during the early part of the year. The disease has, however, 
been absent during the later months. 

The health department has again to acknowledge il>4 indebtedness 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry of the Agricultural Department 
for the valuable assistance which it has rendered from time to time. 

HEKMITS TO OBSTRUCT TRAVEL. 

The issue of permits to obstruct travel so as to secure quiet to per- 
sons seriously lit was discontinued on November 1, 1900, by an order 
of the Commissioners, issued on the advice of the attorney for the 
District. The following table shows the extent to which such per- 
mits were issued during the past year, prior to the discontinuance of 
the practice, and shows corresponding data of previous years for pur- 
poses of comparison: 
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CHEMICAL LABORATORr. 



The total number of analyses made in the chemical laboratory during 
the year was 1,206, an increase of 419 since last year. This i: 
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was due altogether to the more frequent analysis of samples of milk. 
Variousarticles were examined, as follows: Milk, 776 samples; cream, • 
59; butter, 19; lard, 29; vinegar, 34; cider, 22; olive oil, 13; phenace- 
tine, 20; formaldehyde, 11; lowler's solution of arsenic, 10; chloride 
of lime, 7, and water, 145. 

Of the samples of milk collected, 357, taken from the possession of 
milk dealers in the city, showed an average percentage of fat of 4.7; 
199, collected at the Baltimore and Ohio depot, showed an average per- 
centage of 4.2, and 180, collected from the Baltimore and Potomac 
depot, an average percentage of 4.3. The milk collected from local 
dealers was, however, more variable than that coming from the depots, 
15.1 per cent of the samples collected from local dealers being below 
standard, while but 5.5 per cent of those collected from the Baltimore 
and Ohio depot and 4 per cent of those collected from the Baltimore 
and Potomac depot were below standard. Of the samples of cream 
shipped into the city, somewhat more than one-half were below the 
legal standard, while of the samples collected from local dealers only 
one-fifth failed to show the required percentage of fat. Three sam- 
ples sold as lard were found to be mixtures of beef suet and cotton- 
seed oil; 8 of the samples of "vinegar" were merely cheap imitations: 
6 samples of cider were adulterated with salicylic acid; 6 samples or 
so-called olive oil were made from cotton seea, and 1 sample sold as 
butter was found to be oleomargarine. 

Samples of phenacetine were purchased from various drug stores on 
prescriptions to detect if possible the frequency of substitution. In 
one instance acetanilid, a cheaper material, was substituted for the 
material demanded. In the other 16 cases the prescriptions were 
properly filled. An analysis of a sample of a material sold on a pre- 
scription calling for a proprietary article, "glycothymoline," showed 
that some other substance had been substituted. For technical rea- 
sons it was impracticable to maintain prosecutions in either of the 
preceding cases. 

An examination was made to determine the frequency with which 
*' chloride of lime" conformed with legal requirements. As this sub- 
stance is largely used for disinfecting, and depends for its disinfecting 
properties on the amount of available chloride which it contains^ it is 
desirable that it should in all cases conform to the requirements of law. 
In not a single instance, however, did it do so, the amount of available 
chlorine varying from 5 to 17.3 per cent, whereas the legal standard, 
that of the United States Pharmacopoeia, is 35 per cent. It may be 
asserted with some force that the material purchased was " chloride of 
lime," whereas the pharmacopoeia standard refers to chlorinated lime. 
The term "chloride of lime" has, however, no technical meaning, and 
is ordinarily regarded by the laity and even by the medical profession 
as being svnonymous with chlorinated lime. If it does not mean 
chlorinated lime, it has no definite meaning, and dealers are at liberty 
to sell, under that name, any preparation whatsoever. 

Of the samples of water analyzed, 84 came from private wells, 33 
from dairies and dairy farms, and 12 from public wells. Reports 
were issued condemning 37 of the samples from private wells, 14 from 
dairies, and 3 from public wells. 

The increase in the number of food inspectors, provided for by recent 
act of Congress, will enable the chemical laboratory of the health 
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department to do a much greater amount of work hereafter than it has 
been able to do in the ^t Detailed reports as to the work of the 
laboratory will be found in the appendix in the report of the chemist.

Previous recommendations for the construction of a suitable fish 
wharf are respectfully renewed. 

Live-stock tnspection, — ^The inspection of live stock intended for 
slaughter is attended with great difficulty because of the large number 
of slaughterhouses and their location at places remote from one another. 
The fact that there are no regulations limiting the hours of slaughter 
or requiring the preservation with the carcasses of such viscera as is 
necessary for the determination of the physical condition of the animal 
add to the difficulty. It is hoped that it will be possible during the 
coming year to secure improvements in existing regulations that will 
permit more satisfactory work in this line, but noming less than the 
establishment of one or more public abattoirs and meat-inspection 
stations will permit the most economical and efficient administration 
of the live-stock inspection service.

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Since the passage of the law now in force regulating the sale of milk, 
901 permits nave been issued to maintain dairies. Of these, 520 have 
been surrendered or canceled for various reasons and 881 remain in 
force. The total number of permits issued for the maintenance of 
dairy farms has been 282; 168 have been surrendered or canceled, 
leaving 114 in force. The total number of permits which have been 
issued to bring milk into the District is 911; 727 are now outstanding, 
the remainder having been surrendered or canceled. The details 
relating to the inspection of dairies and dairy farms appear in the 
report of the inspector of live stock and dairy farms in the appendix. 

It is satisfactory to note a decrease in the infantile mortality coinci- 
dent with the existence of the present law regulating the sale of milk. 
In view of the appropriation which has ^en made for the better 
enforcement of this law hereafter, it may reasonably be expected that, 
if the decrease in the infantile mortality heretofore has oeen in any 
way due to the enforcement of the milk law in the past, a further 
decrease will occur hereafter. The law itself, however, needs amend- 
ment in order to secure the best possible results. It is much to be 
regretted, therefore, that the bill presented to Congress last year for 
that purpose failed in its passage. Another effort to secure needed 
legislation will be made during the coming year. 

Smoke iTispection. — During the past year successful prosecutions for 
alleged violations of the smoke law were maintained m seven cases, a 
fine of $10 having been imposed in each case. In three other cases 
warrants were issued and the defendants brought into court. Two of 
such cases were, however, continued by the court indefinitely because 
of the production of contracts for the installation of smoke-preventing 
devices, and the third was continued to enable the defendant to procure 
additional witnesses. In the first two cases devices have been duly 
installed and the nuisances for a time abated. The last case has never 
been brought to trial. 

REMOVAL OF WEEDS. 

But little work has been done under the act to cause the removal of 
weeds, because of the absence of a sufficient appropriation therefor. 
Attention is again invited to the difficulty of enforcing this act, and it 
is again urged that its provisions be modified so as to simplify such 
enforcement. 

POUND SERVICE. 

The results accomplished by the pound service, both absolute and 
relative, are shown in the following tables. The decrease in the num- 
ber of animals impounded, as compared with the preceding year, is 
due to the fact that the muzzling order has not been in force during 
the' past twelve months, the number of dogs liable to capture having 
been thus decreased ana the pound force, therefore, diminished. The 
amount of work done compares favorably with prior years generally. 
Recommendations for the purchase of a site for the pound and for the 
construction of a building for that purpose and for use as a general 
stable for the health department are respectfully renewed. 
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PROSECUTIONS. 

It has been impracticable to keep an accurate record of the disposal 
in the police court of the nunierouii cases which have been referred to 
the United States district attorney and the attorney for the District 
for prosecution. No statement relative to such cases will, therefore, 
be attempted. 

LEOIBLATION. 

The only legislation relating to the sanitary affairs of this District 
enacted during the past year was an act to permit certain burials of 
the dead in the lands of the Protestant Episcopal Cathedral Founda- 
tion of the District of Columbia, and for other purixises, appro\'ed 
March 1, 1901. A statement showing the status of other legislation 
relating to the sanitary interests of this District at the close of the 
Fifty -sixth Congress appears in the appendix. 

MISCKLI^NEOUS. 

FiUraUon of Potomac •water. — The health department is glad to be 
able to record the definite selection of slow-sandtiltrationasUiemeth(xl 
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to be used in the purification of the water supply of the District of 
Columbia and the appropriation, bv the act of March 1, 1901, of 
$500,000 for continuing work toward the installation of the necessary 
filter beds. 

MedUxilinspectioti of schools, — Attention is again invited to the need 
of a system or medical inspection in connection with the public schools 
of this District. So much has been written and said relative to this 
matter that arguments in support of such inspection seem unnecessary. 

Municipal oath houses, — Attention is invited, too, to the need of tne 
establishment of municipal bath houses throughout the community. 
Cleanliness is the cardinal principle of all sanitation, but under exist- 
ing conditions a large portion of the community has not the facilities 
for keeping even their bodies clean. 

Anacosttn flats, — ^The intimate connection between malarial diseases 
and swamps has lon^ been recognized so positively that the establish- 
ment of tne mosquito, a oroduct of stagnant water, as the carrier of 
such diseases merely reinforced the arguments already advanced for 
the reclamation of the Anacostia flats as a sanitary measure. Recent 
experiments have, however, shown that the mosquito is responsible for 
the spread of yellow fever also. While the community has hitherto 
been spared the ravages of that disease, there is none the less reason 
why the breeding places of the mosquito should not be done away with, 
as far as practicable, before its possible invasion, so that if it ever finds 
entrance the community will be protected as far as possible. Not only 
have old arguments for the reclamation of the Anacostia flats received 
new force, out an additional argument of considerably independent 
weight has been established. For sanitary reasons, therefore, this 
improvement should be undertaken at the earliest possible moment. 

Infection of harher shops, — An eflfort was made during the past 
year oy certain interested barbers to secure legislation requiring the 
licensing of barbers and providing specifically for the regulation of 
the sanitary^ condition of barber shops. For certain reasons the bill 
did not receive the approval of this department. Legislation of this 
kind is, however, desirable up to a certain point. There is in this 
District at the present time an increasing number of barber shops 
which displav such signs as "Aseptic barber shop" and "Antiseptic 
barber shop," but where the most rudimentary principles of asepsis 
or of antisepsis are not observed. The display of signs of this char- 
acter under such circumstances constitutes a fraud on the public, which 
should be prevented by law.

BEPOBT OF THE MEDICAL SANITABT INSPECTOB. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
sc-arlet fever and diphtheria service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1901. During the year there were reported 675 cases of diphtheria, a 
very gratifying decrease from the number reported during the pre- 
ceding year, when 1,109 cases were brought to the notice of the 
department. This represents a decrease of nearly 40 per cent in the 
number of cases reported. The number of deaths and rate of mortal- 
ity was also considerably reduced. There were onl}^ 80 cases that 
ended fatally, with a death i-ate of 11.85 per cent, against 197 deaths, 
with a death rate of 17.76 per cent for the year 1899-1900. 

As usual, the number of colored persons who suffered with this 
disease was very small compared with the number of white, only 122, 
or 18 per cent, of all the cases occurring among that portion of our 
population. The disease occurred among the whites in the ratio of 
2.88 to each 1,000 of population, and among the colored 1.39 to each 
1,(X)0 of population. The ratio of the total number of cases was 2.42 
per each 1,000. 

As in former years, the mortality among the colored cases is high, 
25 of the fatal cases having been oi them, giving a death rate of 20.7 
per cent. The mortality of the white cases was 9.9 per cent. This is^ 
a decided gain over last year, when 15.9 per cent of the white and 25.3 

rr cent of the colored cases terminated fatally. A reference to Table . 
does not show any marked difference from that of former year& 
except in the fewer cases reported. 

Taole II, giving the ages of those affected, shows a marked decrease 
in the mortality at all ages except between 25 and 50 years, where 
there is a slight increase. 

Of scarlet-fever cases the number reported has decreased from 893 
during the previous year to 488, a reduction of 45.36 per cent. The 
disease has run an unusually mild course, as is shown by the death 
rate, 1.43 per cent, only 7 cases having ended fatally. 

Of all tne cases reported only 31, or 6.35 per cent, were colored,^ 
among whom there were no decedents. 

The white cases occurred in the ratio of 2.57 and the colored 0.36 to 
eac^h 1,000 of population. The ratio of all cases was 1.53 to each 1,000 
of total population. 

Table IV, showing the ages of those who suffered from scarlet 
fever, differs from that of former ^^ears only in having no deaths 
among persons over the age of 12 years. 

During the year there have been no outbreaks of either scarlet 
fever or diphtheria in any of the institutions of the city, nor have 
there been any cases which could be traced to the milk supply as the 
origin. 

31 
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In the disinfecting service ffood work has been done by the depart- 
ment, and to this may be attnbuted to some extent the reduction in the 
number of cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria. 

The method of procedure has been to first introduce formaldehyde 
gas into the room, either by a regenerator or the sheet method, and the 
following day remove to the ''plant" for more thorough disinfection 
such articles as mattresses, pillows, etc. , which could not be properly 
done at the house. As an aaditional measure of safety the inmates are 
instructed to wash the floors, woodwork, etc., with bichloride of mer- 
cury solution. All the work of the disinfection, except the latter, is 
done by employees of this oflSce. During the early part of the year 
the occupants did the preliminary disinfection with formaldehyde fur- 
nished by the department. It is very gratifying to note the mcrease 
in the number or requests for disinfection after tuberculosis. The 
public is awakening to the fact that this is a contagious disease and 
that proper disinfection of the premises in which cases have existed is 
necessary. 

Up to this past year I do not remember a single request for disin- 
fection in such cases, whereas now we are verv frequently asked to 
perfonn this work. ' 

Although our appropriation for the disinfecting service is limited 
we are elad to do what we can in this matter, and hope the time will not 
be far distant when all houses in which tuberculosis patients have lived 
will be thoroughly disinfected. 

At the disinfecting station or plant the following articles, 5,918 in 
number, have been rendered free of disease germs:

Another cause which has contributed ver^ largely to the prevention 
of the spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria, by reducing tne number 
of foci of infection, has been the work of the wards for minor con- 
tagious diseases at Grai'field and Providence hospitals. 

During the year 153 cases of diphtheria and 53 of scarlet fever were 
removed to these wards, as well as 36 cases of erysipelas, 16 of mea- 
sles, and 1 of chicken pox, distributed as follows:

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43 cases, 1,329 days, averaging 31.64 days each; measles, 1 case, 11 
days, averaging 11 days eac^; erysipelas, 15 cases, 221 days, averaging 
14.73 days each; chicken pox, 1 case, 10 days, averaging 10 days each; 
gangrene of foot, 1 case, 1 day. 

In the bacteriological laboratory there were examined 3,546 cul- 
tures, of which 1,2^, or nearly one-third, were primary for purposes 
of diagnosis. Of the primary cultures, 568, or 45.44 per cent, contained 
the diphtheria bacilli. There was an increase in the total number of 
cultures examined over that of the preceding year of 389, and of the 
primary of 41. 

This does not seem a very larg-e increase, but in proportion to the 
number of cases reported it is a^ecided gain. Last year the propor- 
tion of e4ises reported to the number of cultures submitted was 1 to 
1.09, while during the year just closed it was 1 to 1.85. 

During last winter and spring, at the request of the committee of 
the Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health to cooperate with 
other laboratories, we did some experimental work to determine the 
presence of diphtheria germs in healthy throats, classified them accord- 
ing to the Wesbrook types, and tested them for virulence by injection 
into guinea pigs. It was requested that cultures be taken from the 
throats and noses of persons who had not been exposed to diphtheria 
within three or four months. Our results were to oe sent to the Bos- 
ton health department, and, by comparing the results obtained in 
thousands of cases, it was hoped that some conclusion mi^ht be reached 
as to what is best to be done from a sanitary standpoint with those 
who have no symptoms of the disease yet have the germ in their 
throats. 

At this time the total results have not been published, but the result 
of our work is here given. Through the kindness of those in charge 
we were enabled to obtain cultures from the throats and noses of 226 
persons, that is, 452 cultures from Providence, Washington Asylum, 
and children's hospitals, their ages varying from 1 to 100 years. 

The character of the organisms found was as follows: 
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iSome type of the diphtheria genu was found in 7.5 j>er cent of tho 
throat and 20.35 of the nose cultures. Of course sometimes in one 
throat or nose would be found more than one organism, but in the 
throats or nasal passages of 53 different jwople, or 23.5 per cent of those 
examined, were found some type of the germ. 

The different types found were: 
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It will be noticed that the most eouinion type found was E', which 
■was contained in S of the throat and 36 of the nose cultures, cither 
pure <fv with other organisms. 

If no experiments had been made to te^t the virulence of these 
orgsniMms, the fact that this type was found in the nasal passages of 
15.8 per cent of persons who had not been exposed to the contagion of 
diphtheria woula render its presence in a culture of little value for 
diagnostic purposes. 

Pure cultures of types D, E' (two cultures), E*, and F were injected 
into guinea pigs and no reaction whatever produced. As a result of 
our experiments, we are forced to believe that these types at least are 
not pathogenic. We will, however, await with interest for the full 
report of the committee.

MiUc. — Of the samples of milk examined, 357 were collected about 
the city, 199 from the Baltimore and Ohio station, 180 from the South- 
em Railway station, while the remaining 40 were submitted by private 
parties. 

The average percentage of fat for the samples collected at the Balti- 
more and Ohio station was 4.2, while the average for those samples col- 
lected at the Southern Railway station was 4.3. These figures repre- 
sent pretty accurately the quality of the milk as supplied to the city, 
from year to year, from the neighboring States of Mar\"land and 
Virginia. 

In 1894 the average of the samples collected from the depots was 
3.38 per cent; in 1896, 3.74 per cent; in 1898, 4.37 for the samples col- 
lected at the Southern Railway station, and 4.27 for those collected at 
the Baltimore and Ohio station. Since that time the figures have 
remained practically the same, averaging about 4.3 per cent for the 
samples representing the milk from Virginia and 4.2 for the samples 
representing the milk from Maryland, it must be evident, therefore, 
that any marked variation from these figures, representing the milk 
as retailed about the city, must be due either to willful adulteration 
or to gross carelessness. 

The percentages of fat in the samples of milk collected about the 
city gave an average of 4.4, which is slightly higher than the average 
of those collected from the railway s&tions, but the variations of 
the individual samples from the standard are also much greater, the 
percentage of those below the legal standard, or under 3.5 per cent, 
Deing as follows: Baltimore and Ohio station, 5.5 per cent; Southern 
Railway station, 4 per cent; city, 15.1 per cent.

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Wi! also imd them grouped hh follows: 
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Tnking the numbei-s representing namples above 3.5 por cent, we 
find that thev give percentages an follows: For Baltimore and Ohio 
station, 98.9; for the Southern, 90.1; for the citv, H4.S. It will thus 
be seen that the percentage of those samples eollec^ted about the <;itv, 
above 3.5 is less than that of the samples (.^ollected from the rail- 
way stations, while the relative number below 3 per cent is much 
gi-euter, from whifh it follows that in order to obtain an avomge of 
4.4 per eeut for those samples collected about the city, ii numlier of 
the samples nmst hiive Ireen considerably aliove the jxissible animal 
production, 

It is sometimes contended, however, that the samples are eollect«d 
about the city at times when the milk is not at its best, as, for instance, 
in the spring, when the grass is fresh and full of water, and therefore 
incapable of producing a rich milk, or in the summer, when the hot 
weather interferes witn the digestive functions of the cow. or in the 
fall, when the gmss is dry ana scarce, or in the winter, perhaps, when, 
owing to oontinement in the stAble and lack of 0x61*0186 the cow is 
unable to produce milk a-s rich as she would under other conditions. 
It would seem therefore that the proper time to take samples is in the 
future, not now. 

During the past year, as in previous years, a number of complaint-* 
have been received as to the injurious quality of certain specimens of 
milk. It has been noticed that these complaints are more numerous, 
and in general, I would say. almost entirely confined to certain sea- 
uona of the year, namely, spn'ng and fall. It has also been noticetJ 
that the milk complained of^ at such times usually has associated with 
it 11 <lisagreeable odor, which is. in general, due to or derived from cer- 
tain weeds or plants eaten by the cow. Such milk is to many people 
more or less nauseating and undoubtedly capable of producing, partic- 
ularly with infant;}, the symptoms usnally attributed to such milk. 

The odor of garlic and i-agweed in milk is particularly objectionable, 
so that the elimination of uiese odors from the milk has become an 
imiwrtant problem for the producers. Were it possible to remove 
these weeds from the pasture, this would be the most effectual way of 
getting rid of these odoiy. Unfortunately, however, owing to the 
rapidity with which these plants spread, oue from the other, this 
method seems to be impracticable. 

One method which is utilized for the removal of mlora from milk is 
that of aeration, accompanied with pastiirization. This method is one 
which is univei-sally recommended, although the expense incidental to 
obtaining the necessary apparatus and appliances renders this method 
of somewhat limited application. Sometimes aSration is relied upon 
ftlone to accomplish this objcet, hut whore this is the case great care is 
necessary to secure pure air, otherwise more hann than good will Iw 
done, and the odor.s which are to be removed thereby are liable to be 
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replaced by other odors produced by certain bacteria with which the 
milk has become infectea in the process of aei'ation. 

From the standpoint of this Department there is only one method 
by which this graae of milk can be eliminated from our city's supply, 
and that is by an inspection of all the milk on its arrival in the city. 
This would necessitate the establishment of certain milk depots, which 
I have heretofore recommended. 

Cream, — Of the samples of cream examined 15 were collected at the 
Baltimore and Ohio station, 31 at the Southern 'Railwa}'^ station, 10 
about the city, while the remaining 3 were submitted by private par- 
ties. Of this number, 2 from the city, 8 from the Baltimore and Ohio 
station, and J7 from the Southern Railwav station were below the legal 
requirements. The variation from standard is also greater here than 
in the case of milk, the cream ranging from 15 to 25.6 per cent of fat, 
or from 25 per cent below to 25 per cent above the legal standard. 

In the case of cream, however, unlike that of milk, we find that a 
large proportion of that supplied to the city by the producers is below 
the legal requirements, as will be seen from the following summary:

In other words, about 50 per cent of the cream shipped to the city 
is below the stanaard required by law. The principal reason for this 
deficiency probably lies in the fact that but little attention has here- 
tofore been given to cream, owing largely to lack of assistance in this 
department, which has rendered it necessary to devote most of our 
time to more important subjects. The additional force recently 
allowed this department will, however, permit of more attention being 
^ven to this commodity in the future, which will undoubtedly result 
m its improved quality. 

Water. — Of the 145 samples of water examined 84 were submitted 
by private parties, 33 were from dairy farms, 12 from public wells, 
and the remaining 16 from miscellaneous sources. Of these numbers 
37 of the samples of water from private wells were condemned, 14 
from dairies, and 3 from the public wells, while 4 of the samples from 
private weHs, 4 from dairies, and 1 from the public wells were 
reported as suspicious. Four other samples from the miscellaneous 
collection were also condemned, making a total of 58, or 40 per cent, 
of the total number examined. 

Foods, — ^In the examination of the various food products collected 
by this department a number of adulterations were met with. 

Of the 29 samples of lard examined, 3 were found to be mixtures of 
beef suet and cotton -seed oil; 6 samples of cider were adulterated 
with salicylic acid for the purpose of preserving the same; 8 samples 
of vinegar, sold as cider vinegar, were found to be a cheap spirit vin- 
egar colored in imitation of cider vinegar; 2 samples of so-called olive 
oU were found to have been derived from cotton seed, while 1 sample 
of butter proved, upon analysis, to be oleomargarine. 
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The followinfr table will wliow the rolativo nunilicr (if samples athil- 
temted aud the dispoHitiou of the suiti^ instituted: 
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In reference to case dismissed for the sale of potton-seed oil for olive 
oil, I would state that the oil wau purchased and puid for as olive oil, 
but that when the dealer was a-nked bis name, suspecting that the sale bad 
been made to an inspector of thin department, he disclaimed that the 
sale of the article in question vittn olive oil, and stated that the same 
waa cotton seed. This latter disclaimer beinjj heaitl by a boy, who 
WHS not pi'esent when the sale was made, and the evidence to that 
effect being produced in court, the case was dismissed. 

Six sample)* of chloride of lime were pui-chosed, which on examina- 
tion gave percentages of available chlorine i-anging from 5 to 17.3. 
The jMiarmacomeia gives the standard for chlorinated lime as 35 per 
cent of avnilanle chlorine. While there might be some technical 
objection that chloride of lime and chlorinated lime were different 
products, yet as the ordinary bleaching powder, or the so-called 
chloride of lime, is a chlorinated pro<iuct of lime, and therefore in 
i-eality a chlorinated lime, and in view of the fact that this is the only 
chlorinated lime found id this market, it would seem that such objec- 
tion is not well taken, and that the samples examined showed consider- 
able deficiency in the amount of available chlorine contained therein, 
as well as great variation in the composition of the various samples. 

In support of this contention that the so-called chloride of lime is 
supposed to give 35 per cent of available chlorine, I would state that 
a can of chloride of Ume was afterwards submitted to the department 
for analysis, by a certain druggist of this city, which gave 34.5 per 
cent of available chlorine, even though the package had been braken 
in ti-ansitu. 

Twenty samples of phenacetin were also purchased and examined, 
with the result that in one instance acetamlid was found to have been 
substituted for the former preparation. As, however, this prepara- 
tion is not recognized by the United States Pharmacopcem, and as it 
is not a patented medicine, compounded drug, or mixture whose for- 
mula is advertised, oi- printed, or written on the bottles, wrappers, or 
labels, it did not come within the provisions of the law relating to tlie 
adulteration of drugs, and no prosecution was, therefoi-e. instituted. 

In another instance a preparation was substituted on prescription 
for glycothymoline. This preparation, while not found in the phar- 
macopceia, and while it is not a patented medicine, is nevertheless a 
mixture, the composition of which is advertised in the medical jour- 
nals, and in other ways, although not advertised on the liottles, nor 
on the wrappers, nor lalwls accompanying the bottles. 

This case was submitted to the court for an interpretation on that 
point, in onler to ascertain whether or not, the case came within the 
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law. The court decided that in order to bring the case within the 
meaning of the law it was essential that the advertisement should 
accompany the bottle. In view of this opinion no warrant was issued. 

It will thus be seen that the law is, in this respect, very deficient, 
as it permits substitution in a large number of instances. The phar- 
macopoeia is largely taken as the standard, or in other words covei*s 
the majority of arugs dispensed on prescription. Inasmuch, however, 
as this work is only revised once in about ten years it necessarily fol- 
lows that there will be at times a number of well-known drugs in use 
that are not recognized by the pharmacopoeia. In order to include 
such drugs within the meaning of the law it is essential that the section 
of the act relating to the adulteration of dru^s should be amended by 
adding a fourth pro\nsion as follows: "If it is an imitation of, or sold 
under the name of another article." The law would then cover all 
eases of substitution and would correspond with that portion of the 
law relating to the sale of adulterated food products. 

There is also one other amendment that might be made to this law 
without impairing its beneficial effect, and wnich would at the same 
time give protection to an honest dealer in the legitimate exercise of 
his calling. In the section of the act relating to the sale of drugs the 
following priviso is found which is omitted m that section of the act 
relating to the sale of food: 

Provided, That if the defendant in any prosecution under this act, in respect to the 
sale of any such patented medicine, compounded drug, or mixture, shall prove to the 
satisfaction of the court that he had purchased the article in Question as the same in 
nature, suhstance, and quality as that demanded of him by the purchtuier, and with 
a written warranty to that effect; that he had no reason to believe at the time when 
he sold it that the article was otherwise, and that he sold it in the same state as when 
he purchased it, he shall be discharged from tlie prosecution. 

As there seems to be no good reason why this provision should be 
confined exclusively to those who deal in drugs, I have the honor to 
recommend that the above provision, in the form of an amendment, ]>e 
inserted in the section of the act relating to the sale of foods, except- 
ing that the term food be substituted for patented medicine, com- 
pounded drug, or mixture

•The main eflforts of the inspector of live-stock and dairy farms and 
the veterinary inspectors have been directed to the proper enforcement 
of the law regulating the sale of milk in the District of Columbia, and, 
as will be seen by the preceding table, very little work has been done 
at abattoirs and stock yards. Raw milk is the main food of a very 
lar^e percentage of our population, this class being children, whose 
resistent qualities are weak and who succumb more readily to diseases 
of the digestive system; hence it is of paramount importance that the 
supply of milk be pure, clean, and from healthy cows kept under 
proper conditions. 

43 
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That the majority of dairy fanns are improving in sanitary condi- 
tion there la no douot. Constant and rigid inspection of these farms 
and the condemnation of animals showinjf physical signs of diseajse 
have f>een the causes of this improvement, 'fhat the improvement of 
the milk supply ba» a direct effect on the health of those whose suste- 
nance depends principally on it cau be shown by the statistics of this 
office. For live yeai-s (18yO~18H5) preceding the pasi^^e of the milk 
act the numlwr of deaths from aiarrbteal diseases among children 
under 5 years of age was 1,905. During the live years the milk act 
has been in force the deaths from tbe same causes among children 
under 6 years of age have been 1.613, showing a decrease of over 15 
per cent if the population had remained stationary, hut the increase of 
the population makes this percentage too low. 

There is uo doulit that if the present milk law were replaced by a 
more stringent law the death rate of young children from diarrhueal 
diseases would lie greatly Ics-ienetl. In those cities (and they are by 
far the must unnu'rods) wlu'rc duirv inwpi'i-lion ■■oiiwi^ts in an inspec- 
tion i>( III.'. d.»i\<-v'^ Miiik r.»ini .Liid ;i riiciiiiciil MtKily^is of the milk, the 
enfon-ciiinit of tlic l.iw Is an I'li.-y Tii;iltfr; but iu l.his city, where so 
much iiiipurtmicc i.^ uttmhod to tlR^ ^-unitary production of milk and the 
health of the cows, it is a very difficult law to enforce, and particularly 
so when we are working in'two States. This is not a local difficulty, 
but one experienced wherever milk legislation is attempted and the 
law applied to the producers. A very lai'ge iwrceiitage of the licensed 
producei-s of milk are very indifferent and careless in obeying the 
daii'y-farm regulations — keeping their cows, barns, and dairies in such 
a condition that notice for such violations have to l>e served on them 
at every inspection, yet the conditions are seldom bad enough to 
warrant the cancellation of their permits. 

Duiiug the fiscal year the inspection of dairy farms has been 
extendeato the distant parts of Virginia and Maryland through the 
appointment of an additional veterinai-j' inspector. Dr. Hull»ert Young, 
who has inspected nearly all the farms on the Bluemont division of 
the Southern Railroad. During this simic [leriod 1 was able to inspect 
all the dairy farms in Alexandria County, a part of Fairfax County, 
and all those farms on the Mount Vernon electric i^oad. There 
i-emains to Iw inspected in Virginia those dairy fanns adjacent to the 
Piedmont division of the Southern Railway, extending from Wash- 
ington to Somerset Several of these farms at Burkes. Fairfax, 
ana Clifton stations have been inspected at various times. There are 
also a few dairy farms on the line of the Pennsylvania Railroad in 
Virginia, between Washington and Quautico, which have never been 
inspected. 

In Maryland the dairy farn's have been very generally inspected. 
Dr. Young has inspected all dairy farms f i"om !• reaerick to Tuscarora. 

Those in the neighborhood of Rockville, Dei-wood, Washington' 
Grove, and Gaithei'sburg were inspected by me last year. For the 
next fiscal year Congress has given an additional veterinary inspector, 
who is to l>e stationed at Leesburg and who will devote his time to 
the inspection of those farms adjacent to the Bluemont division. 

This section ships about one-fourth of all the milk used in Washing- 
ton, and a regular inspection of these farms has been long sought for 
by this office. 

Another inspector is needed along the line of the Piedmont division 
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l-of the Southern Railway, as the inspector at Loeshurg is as far from 
nlie.'ie [xtints a."* are our local inspectors. This inspector could also 
nrork along the line of the Pennsylvania Railroad in Virginia. 
I With a third inspector stationed between Rockville and Frederick, 
i'Md., the milk-producing sections of Maryland and Virginia eould 
ftifae very readily inspected, and the money expended on this country 
nuspection would be most wisely spent. Of necessity these inspectors 
Kdiuuld beallowed traveling expenses on the railroad and hire of teams, 
pM the inspector at Leesburg has many points 20 miles distant on the 
■railroad and then a drive of 5 or 6 miles back into the country, each 
BWay, to find the dairy farms. Any regular inspection of the farms 
Efrom Manassas to Someiuet, Va., would be impracticable unless the 
Onspector was given his traveling expenses at all times, as hia terri- 
■tory covers 50 miles of railroad and the farms are very distant from 
EesL-li other. 

K While the far-distant farms are often negligent about complying 
Hvith the dairy regulations, in one respect they excel the local farms, 
Bjmd that is the matter of cooling and aerating milk by approved cool- 
nr«. Necessity has riKjuired them to adopt the latter in spite uf their 
Moo frequent unwillingness. Far too many of our District farmers, 
nnd those in Maryland and Vii'ginia adjacent to the city, do not cool 
Kbeir milk properly, 1 know of seveml farmers who bring in wann 
Btnilk and endeavor to so serve it to their unenlightened customei-s. 
I That the proper lighting, ventilation, drainage, and cleansing of 
I dairy barns has much to do with the health of tne cows kept therein 
I lia.s always been ui-ged by this de|Mtrtmcnt. During the pastyeai- Dr. 
Llieonai'd Pearson, State veterinarian of Penn-sylvania, has conducted 
KWo experiments bearing directly on the effects produced on healthy 
noimals when exposed to tuberculous cows in a sanitary and unsanitary 
'atable. 

For the parpoee of the inveetiKntion, 2 henla were establiehel of 6 cowh eaeh.

( 1 1 Good sanitary conditions, cIcanlinesH, and the comparative isolation affordc<l

. (2) A poorly ventilated and [loorly lighted stable and one in which the cattle eome 

into direct contact, as in the case when there are no partitions lietween the stallB and 

I nmneers, is favorable to the spreatl of Inberculosls in an infected herd. 

(3) However good the constnu^tion and sanitary conditions of the plahle and how- 
ever good the care of the animals may be, the spread of tuberculosis can not te alto- 
gether prevented if tubercular cattle and healthy cattle are kept in the same stable. 
(Extract from Dr. Pearson's liulletin.) 

The qu&ition of the disposal of condemned cows is a complex one. 
When a cow is condemned for local disease of the udder it frequently 
occurs that she goes to the almttoir and is used for meaL The dispo- 



sition of the tiiboreiilouH cows as we most fn-ijuentlj' see tlieni is a very 
serious matter, being a double-edged sword tutting Hgainnt lioth the 
farmer and the consumer. Jt seldom O'/curs that we hnd cows in the 
last emaciated stagea of tuberculosis. The farmer as a rule gets rid of 
this kind before our inspection. But the fat tuberculous cow, to all 
external appearances in good health. whi(?h the trained ear of the 
inspector finds tuberculous and condemns, is the most serious menace 
to tlie farmer and consumer. We require the owner to dispose of her. 
She Hiay be sold to another fanner, who is unaware of the condidon of 
her lungs, and she beeonie* the focus of the disease in his herd. We 
have no authority to brand these www or otherwise mark theiu and 
doubtlossoft«npasstheni in other stables, where noises, not present when 
she was condemned, prevent us fi-om hearing the |>athological sounds in 
the lungs, and, seeing thousands of cows each year, we are unable to rec- 
ognize nor on sight. This occurs more frequently when some progres- 
sive farmer wishes to eradicate tuI>erculoBi8 from bis herd ana has the 
tulterculin test applied and disposes of the cows which i-eact to this 
test. This occurred during the past year in Virginia, where 26 cows 
were condemneij on the tubei-culin test fi-om a herd of 42, and were 
probably scattered to as many different herds to spread infection, 
since the cows condemned did not show any marked physical symptoms 
of tuberculosis. Thase who have the most experience among cattle 
place the most dependence on the tuberculin test and the least on a 
physical examination to determine the presence of tuberculosis. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year a herd of 125 cows was examined by several of the 
best veterinarians in this counti'y, and, while certain tliat most of the 
cows were tuberculous, they could only affirm to a very small number 
as diseased. The tuberculin test I'evealed 79 as being tubereulous, and 
in no case was this test a failure, as I personally killed and inspet^'tod 
every i-eacting cow and found some tuberculous lesion, varying in 
some cows from a focus the size of a jK'a in a lymphatic gland to other 
cows where the disease was generalized and miliary. The branding of 
diseased cows and the imposition of a heavy fine and cancellation of 
the permit for keeping such branded cows will alone be the means 
of disposing of this matter. 

In this Import 1 again renew my recommendation that an act of 
(ingress be secured to control and stamp imt tuberculosis among cows 
in the District of Columbia. For years we have been condemning cows 
wherever found with this disease and causing great lass to our farmers, 
who seldom appreciate the danger of a tuberculous cow unless she is 
emaciated, and who resent the condemnation of cows having this dis- 
ease while the cows are in goo<l flesh. I can se« but little reason in 
condemning a tulierculous cow simply because she is thin and not con- 
demning her when she is fat, since post-mortem examination too fre- 
quentlv reveals the fact that the fat cow is more generally disea^ud 
tnan the thin cow. Tuberculosis among cattle must be considen-d 
from two different aspects: 

First. The danger of transmission of tubei'culosis to the huiuan by 
means of tuberculous meat and milk. 

Second. The transmission of the disease from animal to animal and 
from hei-d to herd, or purely from the standpoint of animal industry. 

As to the transmission of tuberculosis to the human by means of 
tuberculous meat and milk, the average citizen does not care for either 
as a food and is not willing to l)e experimented upon while scientific 
bodies are determining the issue.

f Poiinsylvftnia. Now York, New Jei-aoy, Ohio, Massac htifiott^, and 
beveral other eastern States are uow practically suppres.iiii^ tulwrcu- 
Bosis amon^ cattle and are spending vast siuiiu in tuuerculin testing of 
nowsuml in paying owners for killing diseased cowh which m-e destroyed 
fco prevent tne infijction of healthy cows. Each State has qnarantined 
nguinst every other State and all cattle, save for slaughter, miu^t lie 
Kulxtrculin tested and ear-marke<I hefore admission into the State. 
U^he District of Columbia, Maryland, and Virginia have not progressed 
nfaiis far, hence we are veiy apt to get the Bcouringa uf many rejected 
pierds. The District of Columbia should annually set aside a sum of 
nnoncT for the voluntary tuberculin testing of cows. I l)ciieve $5,lK)0 
nrould go fur toward eliminating this disease from our herds, by com- 
■bcnsatingowncrs for their losses and then quarantining all cows coming 
Kito the District until tH>>erculin tested by veterinarians indorsed by 
biis office. No other system has worked so successfully as this, since 
Wie average farmer will not sacrifice his cows, althougli it may be to 
Hpis own interest, unless compensated by the State, and the Stjito owe,** 
Bt to the individual farmer for his sai^ridce and to farmei's in general 
Hn its endeavor to stamp out ea<;h center of infection.

[^ CHJitf dairies. — There are now 381 licensed dairies in the District of 
Rolumbia. They vary in sanitary condition in about the same propor- 
naoQ as do the dairy larms. During the fiscal jear I was ordered to 
nnspect 93 dairies, either applicants or licensed dairies which were in 
Mem of inspection. During the fi.scal year a great deal of iniprovo- 
Rnent has heen made in these dairies hv Dr. Young, who has given 
nnuch of his time to this work. 

m During the fiscal year the practice of requiring an analysis of all 
Iwat^r used on dairy farms and in dairies that apply for permits in 
Ithe District of Columbia has been continued. If tms pra«tic« could 
K)e extended into Maryland and Virginia it would produce good results, 
rand probably decrea.'^e the amount of typhoid fever in the District by 
infection through milk, thecans containingwhich having been washed 
witb polluted water. The voluntary practice of some of our broad- 
minded physicians of rejwrting typhoid cases han enabled us during 
the la^t year to combat successfully sevoml times what thieatened to 
be serious outbreaks of typhoid fever. Insj)ectionB of the dairy farms 
where the milk was produced showed typhoid fever on throe farms 
and eanitarv conditions on others which were liad enough to suggest 
typhoid infection. The permits of these farais were immediately can- 
celed and were not reissued until the farms were put in good condition. 
There are dairy farms which are conducted on fairly good hygienic 
principles, with the exception of the tulierculin testing of their cows, 
yet there is no way for tnem to be officially indorsed, and it is very dis- 
counting for such farmers when they receive no more pay or recog- 
nition tor their clean milk than their shiftless, careless neighbor, and 
*^bly not as much credit as the latter if the filthy farm nappens to 
lave Jersey cows, as is often the case, and produces milk high in but- 
ter tats, also high in filth, and frequently tubercle Imcilli,

If th'itf department would officially certify to the milk of thcwe farm- 
era who would gimrant^c to keep their nerds free of disease*, who 
would keep their hariiK and dairies in a sanitary condition, and cool and 
store the milk properly, I believe the public would be ereatly bene- 
fited; likewise the dairymen, because it would stimulate them to better 
efforts and would encourage the careful farmer and ruin the farmer 
who believes in and practices filthy methods in dairy husbandry. 

CONTAQIOtra tHSEASEB IN THR DISTRICT. 

Cattle tuberculosis is always with us, and has been treated of under 
the repoi-t on dairy farms. 

Black leg, anthras, and Texas fever are practically unknown in the 
Disti'ict of Columbia. We have not been thrt>atcned with Texas fever 
since two years ago, at which time an outbreak occurred in Maryland, 
close to the District line. The whole herd, with two exceptions, 
died, and the Maryland State veterinarian took prompt measures of 

Gnanders is becoming a rare disease in this city. Ouring the past 
year we have not been cjilled in officially to in-sjiect any suspicious 
horses. Since the War Department has adopted the Mallin test for 
glanders at the St. Asaph, Va., remount station, the most dangerous 
center of infection to this city ha* ceased. The discontinuance of 
horse-c^r street-railway Unas has been another main factor in the elim- 
ination of this scourge. 

Contagious cerebro-spinal meningitis or for^c poisoning was epi- 
demic in Maryland and Vii^inia Inst fall and was seen in many places 
in the District along the liorder lines. The disease appeared in a most 
fatal foiTu and killed the horses usuallj' within twelve to twenty-four 
hours. 

I/or/ choh'rit. — While our hog industry is not great nor desirably 
prosperous, it is necessary to guard against cholera. La^t winter we 
narrowly escaped a serious epidemic which killed many hogs at Jack- 
son City, Va., the western terminus of Long Biidge. The owner 
threw many of the dead hogs into the river, out this wa« promptly 
suppressed by the attending veterinarian fi-om this city. A few cases 
of ttiiu disease are seen during the autumn and winter months among 
the hogs at the st^wk yards, but thny are immediately slaughtered, con- 
demned, and made into fertilizer. 

Influenza of horses is present all of the year, being spi'eiid by the 
traflic in horses froiu the Western States, where the Targe sale barns 
are pennanently infected. 

/frtA/.*.— There wore 11 cAses of rabies of do^ during the liscal 
vear. All these <tases we^t^ proven by sulxlural muculutions by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 

Alxitt'jir 'iiid meat Innjn'ctlon.- — Owing to the great demand on my 
time, made necessary by dairy-farm inspection, I have been unable to 
give any marked attention to this very important work. One veteri- 
nary inspector should be kept constantlv at this work, but he is sadly 
in need of a proper law to aid him in the same^uot that we are 
unable to seize and tank diseased meat, but are unable to see the 
slaughtering at those vile places where the diseased dairy vavis are 
sold. There are in operation in the District of Columbia twelve or 
fifteen slaughterhouses where cattle and cows are killed regularly and 
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irregularly. Only two of these are fitted to slaughter cattle properly, 
and are kept clean and sanitary. The others are the usual types of 
the filthy, ill-smelling, country slaughterhouse — the usual center of 
infection for all animal parasitic diseases. At these small houses are 
killed the badly diseased dairy cows at odd times and hours. Our 
market inspectors are unable to condemn much of this diseased meat, 
as it \s cut into small pieces to prevent detection, and of course the 
viscera are absent. 

Hog slaughtering is done at five places in the District, three of these 
places being in fairly good sanitary dbndition. The establishment of 
an abattoir at Rosslyn, Va., has taken considerable animal slaughtering 
from our jurisdiction. 

The question of providing healthy meat for citizens has been success- 
fully solved in many cities, and resolves itself into the establishment of 
onecentral public abattoir, where all animals intended for human con- 
sumption shall be slaughtered under official supervision and the meat 
officially stamped. The sale of meat not bearing the stamp of either 
the District or Columbia or the United States ought to be prohibited. 
Farmers can bring in their meat quartered, with it the lungs, liver, and 
part of the diaphragm attached or pinned to the carcass, to some central 
station, where it can be inspected and stamped. This scheme is prac- 
tical, and is in successful operation in other cities. The licensing of 
private abattoirs and the promulgation of regulations regarding sani- 
tation and hours of killing would be a step in the right direction, but 
the traffic in the meat of oiseased cows, hogs, and immature calves can 
never be prohibited entirely where slaugntering is done at several 
points unless the inspection force is sufficient to have an inspector at 
each abattoir. 

One public abattoir, a competent meat inspector, and the stamping 
of all meat will solve this problem.

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KEFOAT OF PET8ICIAV IH CHAKOX OF SKALLPOX HOSPITAL. 

Sib: I have the honor to report as follows the operations of tho 
smallpox hojipital, District of Columbia, for tho fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1901: 
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UiHhyrt/ of the m(tin-t:a},:—Th*i outbreak of smallpox of lRfl9 and 1900 
necessitated keeping tho hospital open until July 31, IflOO. when, after 
a thorough disinfection and cleaning, it was closed. The health authori- 
ties, however, were not lulled into a sense of false security, for cases 
were occuiTing in the immediate counties of Mai-j'land and Virginia, 
thereby t»using much anxiety and increased vigilance. 

It was not until November 1 that the first case was reported. A 
yomigwhitemanwhose infection originated in North Oai'olina, or from 
a young friend who came here from North Carolina about October 13 
and stopped at one of the hotels. Ho had been sick with headache, 
other symptoniis, and an eruption. As the symptonw in our case 
appeared October ^51, uixtf'en days lat^r. it is more probable the case 
originated from the friend rather than directly from the State of North 
Carolina. This case, was mild in its nature. 

On November 18 a case was reported at thn Reform School in a col- 
ored vouth who had been admitted from the District jail six days pre- 
viously. His jail sentence had extended over a period of more tliati 
fifty days, and as he stoutly denied having received visitois during his 
term, I am at a loss in tracing his infection; but the known charat^ter of 
this class of patients compels me to disbelieve his statements as to total 
ignorance of the source of infection. 

On Novcmlicr 22 a colored man was admitted from the Einei^ency 
Hospital, having been taken there directly from the brick yards at 
ilolbrook, Va,. lu^ross the Long Bridge. His infection arose from a 
case of sui>jK>sed black measles in a cami> near Cooper, W. Va. He 
stated that while in his shanty at the camp on November 3 a l>ov who 
was bi'oken out came to see him and st()p{>cd some time. He left 
Coopei'. went to Danville, and then to Holbrook. Symptoms appeared 
on tiie llJth; eruption on the IWth. The party at whose house tie was 
stopping thinking he would die, sent him, on the 22d, to Washington 
on a brick wagon. His c«se was semiconfluent. 

The State of Maryland, Halls Station, furnished the next case, which 
was admitted on the night of November 24. His first symptoms 
appeared on the 18th. This case was contracted from a lK>y »ick with 
sniall))ox who wa^ at a wedding celebration. He came to Washington 
on the electric cars and was semiconfluent. 

The next c-aso was admitted fiom quarantine station Dcceml»er 7, 
having liccii exposed to the c.a.se at the Emergency Hospital where the 
two iijen liad Iwen confined in the same room. His discharge would 
have t)een given him on December 7. The second vaccination, that of 
Novemljcr 30, was taking when ho was admitted to hospitjil. Diag- 
nosis, siniiicon fluent. 

A white man admittoxl on December 9 with confluent smallpox was 
exposed to the Halls Station case while on the cars. The trip was 
made during the rain and passengers were very much crowded. On 
the twelfth day symptoms appeared. 

Another case ti'aceable to the first case at the Emergency Hospital 
was admitted on December 11; a helper at the hospital, twelve nays 
after exposure, developed symptoms which culminated in discrete 
smallpox on Dc<'ember 8. 

The second i^ase in the city due to the Halls Station ease was dia- 
covei"ed December 12, a relative of the jmtient, Iniing semiconfluent. 

On December 13 another relative of the Halls Station case was 
admitted with semiconfluent smallpox; symptoms appeared thirteen 
days after exposure. These last two cases had been at work. 
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A wonmii sutfcring from discrete t«iiiiillix>x wiis admitted December 
14. having been taken siek Oeeember 8. The infection in this cswu in 
ti-aced to two parties who came from West Virginia NovembtM* 15. 
and stopped for a week at the house at which she was living. These 
parties naJ recently been sick with .smallpox at one of the eamps in 
that State.. Her symptom.s appeared seventeen days after exposure. 
A man was found at the Baltimore and Potomac Railroad ata- 
tiou Dcoemher 22, having come to the city with a party of men en 
route from Turner, W. Va., to Richmond. In the camp where they 
were employed there had been many cases of smallpox. This man 
and all the others were supposed to have been seen bv the camp phy- 
sician on the night preceding their departutt* for theii' homes, pro- 
Ioounced well, bathed, given new clothing, the old clothing burned, 
Rnd the men allowed to scatter. This man's case was convajo.scent 
from semicontluent smallpox, and examination at the time showed 
scabs on the arms, tegs, thighs, and feet, nece.ssitating hi» detention at 
hospitAt eighteen dayi^. 
The foiiHh case traceable directly to Halls Station was admitted on 
January iJ, liKil. He was exposed to his brother-in-law in December; 
moved to Washington December iJS, after having been sick three 
days. 
5t, Marys County, Md., furnished a case on February 5. 
A man reached Washington February 15 from North Carolina, 
iiaving been exposed to his orother, who was sick with smallpox. 
A case due to undiscovered cases was admitted Februarj' 18, suffer- 
ing from a violent confluent type of smallpox. The man denied all 
knowledge of cases, but in a few days volunteered information which 
resulted m a discovery of the source of infection, as well as of other 
cases. The primary source of infection was admitted to hospital on 
December 12. A young man visited at the house of the ca.se admitted 
on December 12. contracted the disease, infe*'t«d his home and sevei'ul 
of his fi-iends; tncy in tuiTi did likewise. 

A case admitted February -t from the county was due to infection 

at Oak Ktdge, Va., by a supposed case of chicken pox, and as such had 

been attended by a' physician. His symptoms appeared January 16, 

but he was not discovered until February 4, when a man living in the 

I uame house with him was i-eported sick. Other cases followetC 

P Cases whose origin could not be traced were admitted March 1 
Hid 6. 
A ease admitted March 7 was due to exposure at I'oiiit of Rocks, 
MJ.; the party infecting this man afterwards went lo Baltimore for 
treatment. 

A man admitted March 14, sick since March 9. came from (ieorgia; 
another man admitted the same night came from Prince George 

• County, Md. 
The case admitted April 4 came from Hinton, W. Va. 
A case admitted May 30 wa.s infected in New York City. 
One admitted June ^0 was infected by her sister, who was sick at 
Atlantic City and came to Washington before she was well. 

Quaraniine,—l believe inenforcmgthe strictest system of quarantine 
of all persona who have been exposed to smallpox infection, who fail 
to show evidence of protection by either an attack of the disease or a 
characteristic typical vaccination scar. Incomplete protection is as 
bod as no protection, and is never considered in dealing with this 
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DoTUiciliary quarantine is very seldom snti-sfartory. since teases have 
dovplopod in such premifles, thereby increasinf; the Icni^h of isolation 
aa well as adding matcnally to the expense of managing tho disease. 
e.<4pecially i^o when the municipal q^uai-antine station 'm open. 

Diftt quarantine entails hardships and finnnrial Iodises can not be 
denied; and these hardships and losses affect tho working classes to a 
greater extent than the better elasses of society, and induce the former 
to conceal casos of the disease which occur in their households until 
Bonie accidental discoverv reveals their presence. During the past 
three yearn many cases nave been discovereil too late to do more 
than oi-der a thorough disinfection of goods and houses. 

The legal period of quarantine in tho District of Columbia is sixteen 
(lays. In my opinion, this period should l>e extended to twenty-one 
days, .for the i-eoson that should the infection remain dormant until the 
evening of the fifteenth day parents would conceal the onset of the 
sickness of their children, while the adult suspects would deny the 

Eresenc* of symptoms and maintain they were in perfect health. Case 
istories will corroborate the.se assertions. The pi-actice at the quar- 
antine station of taking every morning the temperature of each inmate 
prevents deception there, but in a domiciliai-y quarantine such temper- 
ature ohsei-vations are rarely made. 

Jhlice pttwera for hospital employees. — Those employees of the small- 
pox hospital whose duties require them to remove iMtients and infected 
bedding should he allowed police powers and insignia, to be exercised 
and displayed only on duty. While there" has never been any actual 
show of resistance exhibited on the part of those directly concerned, 
friends and acquaintances have several times proven a source of 
annoyance, and many partie.s who have been in direct contact with the 
sii^k have escaped from the premises and so caused special details for 
their apprehension and additional trips for the hospital wagons. 

I lielieve when a suspect l)econies a case, the inspector who makes 
the diagnosis should leave the driver in control of the preniiseji, with 
orders to allow no one to leave, and prevent the entrance of parties 
whose curiosity may obtain the better of their judgment. This control 
(wuld l>e enforced, did the driver possess the powers I indicate, during 
the time which elapses between the reportine to the health office and 
the tomjMrarv detail of a mcmlwr of the p«flice force, which would 
hai-dly exceed thiHy minutes. 

The janitor at the hospital at the present time does not possess tho 
right to arrest and detain violators of the law at and about the hos- 
pital inclosiire; he can simply order them away or go to the city and 
swear out a warrant. He should be clothed with the same powers 
that special officei's possess, with the proviso that these powers are to 
be exercised only in connection with the smallpox hospital. 

The classes with whom we have to deal generally respect the badge 
of authority. 

TJie red-li(jht treatment. — The treatment of smallpox with the red 
tight has been tried at the hospibil in several cases. Those patients 
wno were so ti-eated did not exhibit the high i-anges of temperature 
ordinarily seen, the length of the sickness appeared shortened, nor did 
deep pitting follow. The light was inti-oduced through red curtains 
and by means of red gns globes. 

Th is method of treatment originated centuries ago with the Arabians. 
According to Copeiuan, John of (jaddesden. physician to Edward II, 
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and whose work, Rosa Angliea, appeared about the year 1320, given a 
description of an attai^k of smallpox from whi(!h the Bang's son sutFered. 
For mis John treated him by wmpping him in a red cloth, and by 
entirely inclosing the bed in hangings of a red color, with the etFect, he 
says, that no pitting of the skin resulted f roul the attack. Gaddesden 
says the treatment did not originate with him, but was suggested by 
former writers of the Ai*abian school. 

That some virtue is to be found in the red light is attested b}^ the 
Chinese. These people expose their children to smallpox, so that 
they may contract the disease, and they then rely upon red hangings 
for the main portion of the treatment. So far as my observations 
extend, very few are pitted to the same extent as are some of the white 
and negi'o patients treated by other methods. 

In the future, should occasion arise for a further test of this treat- 
ment, it will be made upon a more extensive sc^le. 

AppriKich to the hospital, — The roadway to the hospital through the 
grounds of the Washington Asj^lum should be closed against the 
ambulance and the disinfection wagon, and the B street approach, with 
the roadway across the reservation, put in good condition. In this way 
all danger of infection to the inmates of the asylum and the work- 
house will be prevented. The ambulance with patients and the wagon 
loaded with goods from infected houses have been compelled to follow 
in line with carts and wagons on account of the narrowness of the 
present roadway. They have also been driven in close proximity to 
prisoners. While no bad result has followed this course, it is impos- 
sible to say when infection will be ti^aced to this common use of the 
road. Attempts have been made to correct this, but the road building 
has been done hurriedly and at improper seasons; therefore the iirst 
heavy rainstorms render the newly constructed roads impassable, by 
reason of washouts and mud.
